The event was one of the most ambitious 
in Boston’s history of music, and was well attended by 
“crinoles and top hats.” 

When she was 31, she entered the Connecticut training 
school for nurses in the State hospital in New Haven, and 
was graduated from there on March 12, 1879, one of two 
nurses to receive a diploma in the second hospital class. The 
certificate she received declared her “competent to nurse in 
medical and surgical cases, also in confinement cases.” 


Not long after her graduation, poor health cut short her 
nursing career, and from 1892 to 1912 she had several po- 
sitions as a housekeeper in various New England states, New 
York and the Adirondacks, with frequent visits to Andover 
to stay with her father, who died in 1908. She returned to 
Andover to stay in 1910, and entered the Home for Aged in 
1912, just after it was opened. 

Blindness threatened her while she was still very young, 
but persistence and her strong Christian Science faith 
seemed to stem the darkness that now envelopes her. 

As the years have advanced, her inherent politeness and 
correctness have intensified at the same time that her per- 
sonality has mellowed and softened. Even now, she makes no 
request without the characteristic “please,” and her great- 
est regret is that now it is neeessary for people to do for 
her the many acts of kindness that she formerly bestowed on 
others. Out of her deep consideration she gave away most 
of her possessions for which she had no real need and de- 
stroyed many keepsakes and pictures several years ago so 
that it would not be necessary for someone else to have the 
bothersome task. 


Up until the last few years, one of her greatest enjoy- 
ments was listening to the radio, and during the first years 
of the war she kept herself well informed of the national 
situation. It was her custom to hear programs from 38 o’clock 
in the afternoon until 9 at night, interrupted only by dinner 
or by frequent occasions when Miss Stone, matron of the 
Home, would read to her. When asked if she would like to 
keep a radio in her room, she refused because “it would only 
mean that someone would have to turn it off and on” for her. 

Among her most cherished books is the Bible which she 
has read and has had read to her over and over with particu- 
lar emphasis on the 91st Psalm, which has always been her 
favorite, It ends — 

“With long life will I satisfy him and shew him my 
salvation.”

FRED G. CHENEY 

A wellknown and highly respect- 
ed resident of Andover, Fred G, 
Cheney, 838 Maple avenue, died Sat- 
urday evening at the Peter Bent 
Brigham hospital in Boston. He 
was taken there on Saturday, after 
having suffered a heart attack Fri- 
day evening. 

Born in Marlboro, he started his 
44-year career in the New England 
Telephone and Telegraph company 
in November, 1889, as night oper- 
ator in Clinton. He was appointed 
inspector and installer in 1892, and 
in 1896 was appointed as manager 
of the Clinton business office, after 
which he was given a similar po- 
sition in Lawrence. He was made 
copy supervisor in 1929, and one 
year later was assigned as super- 
visor of the directory delivery sery- 
ice.

In addition to the behind-thie- 
lines activity in promoting ‘the suc- 
cess of the approaching celebration 
of the town’s three hundredth an- 
niversary, the Memorial Hall li- 
brary has its share of interesting 
displays arranged, and welcomes 
the interest of the townspeople, 
permanent residents or once upon 
a timers. 

On entering the reading room, 
one is greeted by a large framed 
copy of the announcement of the 
dedication exercises held at the 
Memorial Hall on May 30, 1873. The 
order of the procession to the build- 
ing is printed, and the address by 
Phillips Brooks is given great 
prominence. 

In the nearby glass case, this 
address is given in both its original 
manuscript and later printed form. 
The subscription list of the Me- 
morial Hall library is there, with 
one of the invitations sent to the 
citizens, requesting attendance at 
the grand opening. The contract of 
the Mechanic’s Work on the Build- 
ing is lying open, and the writing 
of that contract is a thing of 
beauty! 

Mr. Ballard Holt, 
brarian of the library, signed a 
contract, very formal in nature, 
which made him custodian of the 
books and the building. This con- 
tract is displayed with two re- 
ceipts for donations to the build- 
ing fund. 

There are interesting exhibits of 
books on small tables in the read- 
ing room. One covers ‘Andover 
Past” and includes the well-known 
source material such as histories, 
articles from the Archaeological 
Bulletins, prehistoric Andover, In- 
dian relics—even the bird life and 
flowers that belong in this district. 
Another table bears the sign, ‘“An- 
dover’s Churches, Seminary and 
Academies,” and offers some long- 
forgotten facts about the founding 
and maintenance of these insti- 
tutions. 

Old photographs of Andover have 
been loaned and are the subject of 
much interest. Books by Andover 
authors are grouped, and present 
an unusual variety of subjects. 
Among these books are works by 
the following: Harriet Beecher 
Stowe, Elizabeth Stuart Phelps, 
Edna A. Brown, Varnum Lincoln, 
Phebe F. McKeen, Oliver Wendell 
Holmes, Claude M. Fuess, Annie 
Sawyer Downs, Anne Bradstneet,

with a copy of Moses Stuart’s 
“Commentary on thay to the 
Hebrews,” published in 1833, An in- 
teresting old volume, published in 
1853, the work of Harriet Beecher 
Stowe, is titled: “A key to Uncle 
Tom’s Cabin: Presenting the Orig- 
inal Facts and Documents Upon 
Which the Story Is Founded, To- 
gether With Corroborative State- 
ments Verifying the Truth of the 
Work.” It is a serious and complete 
justification of her stand and her 
great work of fiction. 

To a booklover the center table 
with its original accession book of 
all purchases made for the library 
shelves is a great attraction. Some 
of the very volumes whose acqui- 
sition is so beautifully written 
about are there beside the book, 
mute testimony to the carefulness 
of the publishers of that day and 
the excellence of the materials used 
by bookmakers. 

Five maps of Andover have been 
placed around the room, and more 
than one person stops to locate 
old landmarks, roads and sites of 
present day buildings. The earliest, 
1830, proclaims that Andover has 
4540 inhabitants, and 172 miles of 
road, With all the amputations that 
took place after that date, An- 
dover still claims about 108 miles 


of roads! The 1852 map breaks wie 


town into districts, while the 1882 
is in ithe form of an aerial survey, 
with many buildings and houses 
drawn almost to life from some 
heavenly point of vantage. Beneath 
this one hangs a recently taken 
aerial photograph of ithe town, from 
almost the same angle! 

The Young People’s Room boasts 
a few attractions for the anniver- 
sary. Andover’s authors of books 
for young people—Edna A. Brown, 
Claude M. Fuess, Elizabeth Stuart 
Phelps and Harriet Beecher Stowe 
—are all represented in the collec- 
tion of books set apart from the 
others. Two or three books of the 
period of three hundred years ago 
are available for examination. 

As though to draw the world of 
long ago into the hope for a better 
future world, there is on exhibit 
the gay, colorful Treasure Chest, 
filled with a finest of the present 
day books for boys and girls. This 
chest was made and filed unde 
the auspices of the Junior Courte- 
ous Circle of The King’s Daughters 
and is to go to children somewhiers 
in Denmark, that they may feel a 
stronger tie and greater under- 
standing of their American friends. 
The project is a splendid one, and 
it is well worth a moment's in- 
spection. 

During the celebration, the li- 
brary will observe the following 
hours: Thursday, Memorial Day, 
open from 12:00 noon to 1:30 p. m.; 
Friday, 9:00 a. m. to 1:00 p. m.,
